In the fuel and light group an in­ 
crease of 1.6 per cent was -shown. The 
bureau attributed this to the seasonal 
changes in coal prices.

All but two cities reported decreases 
in food prices ranging from 1.5 to 8 
per cent. In one place an increase of 
2.5 per cent was shown, and another 
reported no change. 
House furnishing prices declined in 
the entire group.

I V t was vvVt a girl of 15 said the other day when police 
found her in a working girls’ rooming house in Buffalo. 
She had run 
away from her home in a mid western city more than a month before 
— her parents are well-to-do— and had been working as a salesgirl in 
a five-and-ten-cent store. 
The w hole story, while it is rah'ar appealing, proves nothing 
much, except that our world is a trifle tcpsy-turvy. 
The present is a 
lime when there are a good m any millions of men who cannot get work 
of any kind, and who would w elcom e nothing so much as having every­ 
thing they wanted for a little while. 
And yet this variation of the 
perennial story of the ‘‘poor little rich girl” pops up, in the midst of 
depression and unem ploym ent, to remind us that things are w oefully 
uneven and unfair. 
And it is, perhaps, one o f the sharpest indictments against a 
system that permits idle wealth and desperate poverty to exist side by 


side. 
If the people who have, in abundance, knew precisely where 


they were going, and were able to use their leisure so as to get the ut­ 
most out of it in human values, it might be possible to look on unem­ 
ploym ent and poverty as necessary evils. If our social system flowered 
at the top in a spacious and invigorating lire of ideals and accom plish­ 
ments, as the social system of England did a century ago, w e could 
forgive it the misery at the bottom . 
But it doesn’t. 
This youngster— incidentally, she sounds like 
a thoroughly likable and admirable girl— found it more fun to live in a 
cheap rooming house and plug aw ay as a salesgirl than to live at home. 
The society world offered her nothing she could put her teeth in. Even 


at 15, she was wise enough to see it. 
Her experience is an ironic com m entary on the working of our 
w hole social framework.

SPENDING STATE MONEY— 


Everybody understands, by this time, the urgent necessity of 


vsiping out the deficit in the federal treasury. 
Unfortunately, the publicity this deficit has received has made 
governm ental econom y seem to be almost exclusively a federal affair, 
ih e part that it should play in state governm ents has been overlooked. 
it is odd that this should be sc; for over-spending at the state 
capital will hit the average citizen much more quickly, and painfully, 
than will over-spending at W ashington. 
A business man, for instance, m ay pay Uncle Sam $ 2 0 a year 
in income taxes, and he will kick like a steer if this rises to $ 3 0 . 
But 
his state will collect an equal sum from him annually in gasoline taxes 
alone, and he will hardly know , offhand, whether the gasoline tax has 


gone up or down lately- 
Similarly, if he owns his hom e, his state, city and county gov­ 
ernments will collect from $ 2 0 0 to $ 5 0 0 a year from him. 
Carefree 
spending at the state capital can add $ 1 0 or $ 2 0 a year to that sum 
very easily. 
Yet he will pay little or no attention to w hat his legisla­ 
ture does, while he will groan piteously if Congress boosts his income 


tax. 
All of this em phasizes the value of a survey m ade recently by 
the Alexander Hamilton Institute showing how state indebtedness has 


increased in the last few years. 
In 1915, for instance, the total indebtedness o f all the state 
governm ents was approxim ately half a billion dollars. 
At the end of 
1930 it was just under two and a half billion. 
In 1915 the states 
debts amounted to $5.41 per capita; today they stand at $ 2 0 .0 4 . 
Governmental econom y, in other w ords, is som ething that state 
as well as national legislators need to think about. 
These figures show 
that ordinarily they fail to do so. 
If retrenchm ent is im peratively 
needed at W ashington, the sam e is no less true at the ordinary state 


capital.
